31 to adjust their cotton acreage 
for the Average Reserve of 
the 


Soil Bank 
by plowing or disking 


their cotton crop. H, B. Gilbert, 
Chairman

Growers who are interested in 


participating in .the Acreage Re 
serve .should visit 
the county 


ASC Office and sign an agreement 
not later than July 20 designating 
the acreage to be included under 
the program before proceeding to 
comply with -its provision. Adjust 
ment of cotton 
acreage for the 


Acreage Resprve may be accom- 
plished by plowing or disking,' but 
this must 
be done before 
the 


closing date. The payment will be 
15 cents a pound, 
based on the 


smaller of the normal or appraised 
yield, but will not'be less than $6.00 
per acre.

closing date. The payment will be 
15 cents a pound,

Acreage Resprve may be accom- 
plished by plowing or disking,' but

closing date. The payment will be 
15 cents a pound,

per acre.

31 to adjust their cotton acreage 
for the Average Reserve of 
the 


Soil Bank 
by plowing or disking 


their cotton crop. H, B. Gilbert, 
Chairman

Committee, announced today. 


Growers who are interested in 


participating in .the Acreage Re 
serve .should visit 
the county 


ASC Office and sign an agreement 
not later than July 20 designating 
the acreage to be included under 
the program before proceeding to 
comply with -its provision. Adjust 
ment of cotton 
acreage for the 


Acreage Resprve may be accom- 
plished by plowing or disking,' but 
this must 
be done before 
the 


closing date. The payment will be 
15 cents a pound, 
based on the 


smaller of the normal or appraised 
yield, but will not'be less than $6.00 
per acre.

Lto f^e S^ort Perioc^ °f time tnis committee has 
had in which to make a study and recommendations on 
a problem that has been years in ths making, we can 
only reoort and make recommendations on the major 
points and only to the best of our belief and present 
knowledge of the entire situation. 


This committee strongly recommends that an edu- 


cational program be started in the near future to ac- 
quaint the public, as to what the Ciy of Hope is facinq 
m the operation of its Water and Light Plant and what- 
ever measures appear to be the best to correct the sit- 
» uation. 


-The problem that has been discussed and which we 


think, requires action is certainly not the fault of any 
present or past administration as such, but represents a 
situation that has come about by an accumulation of 
factors;. No business in Hope could be operated like the 
Hope Water and Light Plant has been and not be in 
serious trouble And, it is a fact that the growth of this 
city is tied to the amount of available electricity of the 
Hope Water and Light Plant. The capacity of the plant 
is as follows:

Since it is not considered safe practice to exceed the 


firm capacity and it would be going to the extremes to 
•take a chance oh only one of the 1,000 KW generators 
going out. the problems of the Water and Light Plant will 
require some very definite action in the near future as to 
available power. 


With the above information in mind along with other 


plant information, we have made a trip to try to make 
recommendations on the following problems: 


1. Using the present average increase of use of 


electricity the present customers of -the Hope 
Water and Light Plant by 1958 will.be using a 
total of 4,950 KWs which would allow a situation

plant wjirnpt be. able toiproduce enoughielec-

periods such as the summer months; 


2. That the present Hope industries are entitled to 


priority on any available power. Should one, or 
all of these industries, decide to stop generating 
their own power they would be entitled to such 
power from the Hope plant; or, if for any reason, 
one of the present industries lose the use of their 
generating plants, then the industry must be 
protected from a complete shut-down of manu- 
facturing by the Hope plant's having immediately 
available such KW capacity that would be needed 
by this plant. • Now, if any one of the above 
conditions should exist, it would over-tax the 
present Hope Water and Light Plant's capacity 
prior to 1958 or 1960; 


3. That one, and possibly two industries may locate 


at Hope within the next few months and these 
industries would certainly have to buy the Hope 
Water and Light Plant power under our present 
franchise over the seven mile area. It is esti- 
mated that each industry would use 400 KWs. 
If both industries should locate, disregarding the 
present industries, then the plant will be called 
on to produce by 1958 at.peak loads 5,750 KWs 
or almost the total capacity; 


4. That .there is also a labor problem facing the 


cjty which requires some immediate action; 


5. That under the past system and present system 


of operating the Hope Water and Light Plant, 
the rpayor and City Council have been subject 
to constant demands for the profits of the plant 
to be used for purposes other than plant im- 
provements and replacements; therefore, the 
present cash reserve is far too small to pay for 
any immediate improvements to increase the 
plant capacity, and will be further depleted by 
wage increases of the plant employees; 


6. That the Arkansas Power and Light Company 


and the Southwestern <3gs &.Electric Company

are making offers to sell stand-by power tp the

BENTON 


Benion is a city of 10,000 population, plus. The 


water and light plant is 'operated under a three^man com- 
mission appointed for life. The affairs artd business of 
the plant are wholly in charge of this commission. Their 
plant superintendent is a Mr. Crawford/ who manages the 
light, water and sewage systems. In the past, Benton 
operated the plant on a tight fisted business basis. How- 
ever, the rapid growth of the city required the commis- 
sion to deviate from this policy and at the present time 
they are contributing about the same percentage of their 
profits to the city administration 'as Hope has been doing. 
They now face a $250,000 expansion or another tie-in 
with AP and L, and with their net worth $638,000.00 
and their present bonded indebtedness about $943,000.00 
they may have difficulties financially. They have decided 
-.that the steam generated plant is more efficient and more 
economical than the diesel and plan to change over. 


The employees of the Benton plant do not belong 


to a Union. 
• 


Benton has a light plant manager under the super- 


intendent, and an accountant as an office manager. 


JONESBORO 


Jonesboro is a city of about 17,000 population and 


its plant also serves Nettleton, about 2,000 population, 
making a combined population of about 19,000. being 
served by the power plant. 


Mr. Thayer, a graduate electrical engineer, is in 


full charge,of the Water, light and sewage systems, as 
well as acting as Industrial Engineer for the City of 
Jonesboro. We spent about two hours inspecting his 
office and discussing our problems and The-Jonesboro 
operation and the rest of the afternoon inspecting the 
Jonesboro Light Plant. 


The Jonesboro Water and Light Plant,- is operated 


under a 15-man commission, called the Board of Di- 
rectors.. Meetings are held monthly or more often if 
necessary and the directors receive no pay for their 
services 
The'method in which this board is elected is 


as follows: 
' 


1. The election is held in February of each year so as- 


as not to coincide with any political election. 


2. Nine directors are chosen by the taxpayers. For 


each dollar of taxes paid entitles 'the voter to 
one vote. 


3. Five directors are appointed by the mayor and 


City Council, and they can'be the, mayor or 
members of the council. Each of these' directors' 
represents one of the five wards in the city of 
Jonesboro. 


4. One director is from the school board. 


5. Any director can succeed himself. ' 


6. The terms of office are three years. 


7. A majority is eleven, and this many votes are 


required for a decision to be binding. 


8. The Board elects a chairman each year and the 


following committees are appointed, with the 
executive committee directing 
the operation 


policies and planning of the plant through the 
manager: 


Committees: 


A. Executive committee 


B. Purchasing committee 


C. Insurance committee 


D. Industrial committee 


E. Airport committee 


With this kind of a commission all of the people, 


the mayor, the council and the school district are repre- 
sented on the Board and hove a voice in deciding the 
issues. However, with the eleven majority vote required 
no group or combination of two groups can force a de- 
cision,

Jonesboro certainly has a model plant. The city 


plant not only serves all industries located in its area, but 
has g present capacity sufficient to core for additional 
industry and ewstprners resulting therefrom. The only 
plant it is not serving is the Q. E. plgnt which preferred to 
buy their power from the. AP & U for obvious regspns.

Jonesboro plant employees do not belong to a union. 


Jonesboro pays to the city, along with many free 


services, an amunt equal to the amount that would be 
pod if it were assessed on the tax books for its plant's 
value and taxed according to the prevailing tax rate. This 
amounted to $16,000 last year. The plant also pays a 
like amount to the school district along with a special 
rote for power. It does bill the school for the electricity 
used in order to insure no waste of the electricity such 
os leaving lights on all night. This is a comparable sit- 
uation that would exist if the plant was owned by the 
AP & L Company,

Both Benton and Jonesboro are paying their employees 


more than the Hope Water and Light Plant as shown by 
the attached comparative wage schedule. Jonesboro 
patterned their rates of pay to AP & L, with some ad- 
justment due to difference in size of the operation.

The cost of power on the board in Hope and Benton 


is about the same, being around 9i mills per KWH, while 
Jonesboro cost is slightly over 6i mills per KWH. 


The experience of both Benton and Jonesboro with 


the AP & L tie-in has not been satisfactory. The cost to 
Benton was too high in the past and they reported that 
the present proposal of AP & L would figure around 13 
mills per KWH for the power on their board. A part of 
this cost was due to the fact that they would have to 
operate the plant just the same with the stand-by power. 


Jonesboro's cost from AP & L was figured at 9.57 


mills per KW hour against the city plant's cost of power 
on the board of 6.01 mills per KWH. Also, Jonesfboro 
reported that many times when the city was connected to 
AP, & L for stand-by' power, the power was not available 
when they needed it due to AP & L line's being overloaded 
with pther customers, 
, ' 


' Both company managers advised'*againsf stand-by 


power versus hove plant power unless the utility company 
would make a proposition that would not raise the present 
cost of the power on the Hope Plant's board. They were 
completely against the idea of buying all their power 
from any utility or leasing the home owned plant. 


From what information we have on the local plant, 


our trip to Benton and Jonesboro, the comparative wage 
scales, the proposals and attitudes of the AP & L and the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Company, we hereby submit 
for your consideration the following recommendations: 


That an immediate raise be put into effect con- 
cerning all water and light plant employees 
wherever the pay scale is not comparable to 
cities of like size which own and operate their 
power plants; that one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to adjust the difference in pay be put into 
effect now and the remaining one-half as soon as 
the funds can be made available but not to ex- 
ceed one year from now. 


2. That all of the said employees be put on a 40 


hour week basis with time and a half for over- 
time, the same as Benton and Jonesboro are pay- 
ing, with paid sick leave, two weeks' vacation 
with pay, hospitalization insurance for family 
with one-half of the premiums paid by plant and 
remaining half paid by the employee. 


3. That promotion of employees should 'be on

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Mayor's Advisory Committee's 


Report 


on Hope Water & Light Plant 


• 
Lto f^e S^ort Perioc^ °f time tnis committee has 
had in which to make a study and recommendations on 
a problem that has been years in ths making, we can 
only reoort and make recommendations on the major 
points and only to the best of our belief and present 
knowledge of the entire situation. 


This committee strongly recommends that an edu- 


cational program be started in the near future to ac- 
quaint the public, as to what the Ciy of Hope is facinq 
m the operation of its Water and Light Plant and what- 
ever measures appear to be the best to correct the sit- 
» uation. 


-The problem that has been discussed and which we 


think, requires action is certainly not the fault of any 
present or past administration as such, but represents a 
situation that has come about by an accumulation of 
factors;. No business in Hope could be operated like the 
Hope Water and Light Plant has been and not be in 
serious trouble And, it is a fact that the growth of this 
city is tied to the amount of available electricity of the 
Hope Water and Light Plant. The capacity of the plant 
is as follows:

Since it is not considered safe practice to exceed the 


firm capacity and it would be going to the extremes to 
•take a chance oh only one of the 1,000 KW generators 
going out. the problems of the Water and Light Plant will 
require some very definite action in the near future as to 
available power. 


With the above information in mind along with other 


plant information, we have made a trip to try to make 
recommendations on the following problems: 


1. Using the present average increase of use of 


electricity the present customers of -the Hope 
Water and Light Plant by 1958 will.be using a 
total of 4,950 KWs which would allow a situation

2. That the present Hope industries are entitled to 


priority on any available power. Should one, or 
all of these industries, decide to stop generating 
their own power they would be entitled to such 
power from the Hope plant; or, if for any reason, 
one of the present industries lose the use of their 
generating plants, then the industry must be 
protected from a complete shut-down of manu- 
facturing by the Hope plant's having immediately 
available such KW capacity that would be needed 
by this plant. • Now, if any one of the above 
conditions should exist, it would over-tax the 
present Hope Water and Light Plant's capacity 
prior to 1958 or 1960; 


3. That one, and possibly two industries may locate 


at Hope within the next few months and these 
industries would certainly have to buy the Hope 
Water and Light Plant power under our present 
franchise over the seven mile area. It is esti- 
mated that each industry would use 400 KWs. 
If both industries should locate, disregarding the 
present industries, then the plant will be called 
on to produce by 1958 at.peak loads 5,750 KWs 
or almost the total capacity; 


4. That .there is also a labor problem facing the 


cjty which requires some immediate action; 


5. That under the past system and present system 


of operating the Hope Water and Light Plant, 
the rpayor and City Council have been subject 
to constant demands for the profits of the plant 
to be used for purposes other than plant im- 
provements and replacements; therefore, the 
present cash reserve is far too small to pay for 
any immediate improvements to increase the 
plant capacity, and will be further depleted by 
wage increases of the plant employees; 


6. That the Arkansas Power and Light Company 


and the Southwestern <3gs &.Electric Company

are making offers to sell stand-by power tp the 
Hope Water qnd Light Plant or to legsV the 
plant; and that some consideration is being 
given toward buying a part or all of the power 
needs.from one of these two utilities,

BENTON 


Benion is a city of 10,000 population, plus. The 


water and light plant is 'operated under a three^man com- 
mission appointed for life. The affairs artd business of 
the plant are wholly in charge of this commission. Their 
plant superintendent is a Mr. Crawford/ who manages the 
light, water and sewage systems. In the past, Benton 
operated the plant on a tight fisted business basis. How- 
ever, the rapid growth of the city required the commis- 
sion to deviate from this policy and at the present time 
they are contributing about the same percentage of their 
profits to the city administration 'as Hope has been doing. 
They now face a $250,000 expansion or another tie-in 
with AP and L, and with their net worth $638,000.00 
and their present bonded indebtedness about $943,000.00 
they may have difficulties financially. They have decided 
-.that the steam generated plant is more efficient and more 
economical than the diesel and plan to change over. 


The employees of the Benton plant do not belong 


to a Union.

Benton has a light plant manager under the super- 


intendent, and an accountant as an office manager. 


JONESBORO 


Jonesboro is a city of about 17,000 population and 


its plant also serves Nettleton, about 2,000 population, 
making a combined population of about 19,000. being 
served by the power plant. 


Mr. Thayer, a graduate electrical engineer, is in 


full charge,of the Water, light and sewage systems, as 
well as acting as Industrial Engineer for the City of 
Jonesboro. We spent about two hours inspecting his 
office and discussing our problems and The-Jonesboro 
operation and the rest of the afternoon inspecting the 
Jonesboro Light Plant. 


The Jonesboro Water and Light Plant,- is operated 


under a 15-man commission, called the Board of Di- 
rectors.. Meetings are held monthly or more often if 
necessary and the directors receive no pay for their 
services 
The'method in which this board is elected is 


as follows: 
' 


1. The election is held in February of each year so as- 


as not to coincide with any political election. 


2. Nine directors are chosen by the taxpayers. For 


each dollar of taxes paid entitles 'the voter to 
one vote. 


3. Five directors are appointed by the mayor and 


City Council, and they can'be the, mayor or 
members of the council. Each of these' directors' 
represents one of the five wards in the city of 
Jonesboro. 


4. One director is from the school board. 


5. Any director can succeed himself. ' 


6. The terms of office are three years. 


7. A majority is eleven, and this many votes are 


required for a decision to be binding. 


8. The Board elects a chairman each year and the 


following committees are appointed, with the 
executive committee directing 
the operation 


policies and planning of the plant through the 
manager: 


Committees: 


A. Executive committee 


B. Purchasing committee 


C. Insurance committee 


D. Industrial committee 


E. Airport committee 


With this kind of a commission all of the people, 


the mayor, the council and the school district are repre- 
sented on the Board and hove a voice in deciding the 
issues. However, with the eleven majority vote required 
no group or combination of two groups can force a de- 
cision,

Jonesboro certainly has a model plant. The city 


plant not only serves all industries located in its area, but 
has g present capacity sufficient to core for additional 
industry and ewstprners resulting therefrom. The only 
plant it is not serving is the Q. E. plgnt which preferred to 
buy their power from the. AP & U for obvious regspns.

Jonesboro plant employees do not belong to a union. 


Jonesboro pays to the city, along with many free 


services, an amunt equal to the amount that would be 
pod if it were assessed on the tax books for its plant's 
value and taxed according to the prevailing tax rate. This 
amounted to $16,000 last year. The plant also pays a 
like amount to the school district along with a special 
rote for power. It does bill the school for the electricity 
used in order to insure no waste of the electricity such 
os leaving lights on all night. This is a comparable sit- 
uation that would exist if the plant was owned by the 
AP & L Company,

Both Benton and Jonesboro are paying their employees 


more than the Hope Water and Light Plant as shown by 
the attached comparative wage schedule. Jonesboro 
patterned their rates of pay to AP & L, with some ad- 
justment due to difference in size of the operation. 


The committee also thought it might be interesting 


to compare the Hope, Benton and Jonesboro plants as 
follows:

The cost of power on the board in Hope and Benton 


is about the same, being around 9i mills per KWH, while 
Jonesboro cost is slightly over 6i mills per KWH. 


The experience of both Benton and Jonesboro with 


the AP & L tie-in has not been satisfactory. The cost to 
Benton was too high in the past and they reported that 
the present proposal of AP & L would figure around 13 
mills per KWH for the power on their board. A part of 
this cost was due to the fact that they would have to 
operate the plant just the same with the stand-by power. 


Jonesboro's cost from AP & L was figured at 9.57 


mills per KW hour against the city plant's cost of power 
on the board of 6.01 mills per KWH. Also, Jonesfboro 
reported that many times when the city was connected to 
AP, & L for stand-by' power, the power was not available 
when they needed it due to AP & L line's being overloaded 
with pther customers, 
, ' 


' Both company managers advised'*againsf stand-by 


power versus hove plant power unless the utility company 
would make a proposition that would not raise the present 
cost of the power on the Hope Plant's board. They were 
completely against the idea of buying all their power 
from any utility or leasing the home owned plant. 


From what information we have on the local plant, 


our trip to Benton and Jonesboro, the comparative wage 
scales, the proposals and attitudes of the AP & L and the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Company, we hereby submit 
for your consideration the following recommendations: 


That an immediate raise be put into effect con- 
cerning all water and light plant employees 
wherever the pay scale is not comparable to 
cities of like size which own and operate their 
power plants; that one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to adjust the difference in pay be put into 
effect now and the remaining one-half as soon as 
the funds can be made available but not to ex- 
ceed one year from now. 


2. That all of the said employees be put on a 40 


hour week basis with time and a half for over- 
time, the same as Benton and Jonesboro are pay- 
ing, with paid sick leave, two weeks' vacation 
with pay, hospitalization insurance for family 
with one-half of the premiums paid by plant and 
remaining half paid by the employee. 


3. That promotion of employees should 'be on 


seniority, physical fitness and ability to ,do the 
work and retention of employee^ ,be on a like 
basis. 


4. That an immediate study be made qf the economic 


feasibility of purchasing a 400 Ib, high pressure

boiler which would serve the present 2,500 and 
1,500 KW units, According to the Burns and 
McDonnell report, this boiler wggld reduce the 
present fuel cost from 2.75 mills o'er KWH to 
1.65 mills per KWH or about 40 percent. The

Lto f^e S^ort Perioc^ °f time tnis committee has 
had in which to make a study and recommendations on 
a problem that has been years in ths making, we can 
only reoort and make recommendations on the major 
points and only to the best of our belief and present 
knowledge of the entire situation. 


This committee strongly recommends that an edu- 


cational program be started in the near future to ac- 
quaint the public, as to what the Ciy of Hope is facinq 
m the operation of its Water and Light Plant and what- 
ever measures appear to be the best to correct the sit- 
» uation. 


-The problem that has been discussed and which we 


think, requires action is certainly not the fault of any 
present or past administration as such, but represents a 
situation that has come about by an accumulation of 
factors;. No business in Hope could be operated like the 
Hope Water and Light Plant has been and not be in 
serious trouble And, it is a fact that the growth of this 
city is tied to the amount of available electricity of the 
Hope Water and Light Plant. The capacity of the plant 
is as follows:

Since it is not considered safe practice to exceed the 


firm capacity and it would be going to the extremes to 
•take a chance oh only one of the 1,000 KW generators 
going out. the problems of the Water and Light Plant will 
require some very definite action in the near future as to 
available power. 


With the above information in mind along with other 


plant information, we have made a trip to try to make 
recommendations on the following problems: 


1. Using the present average increase of use of 


electricity the present customers of -the Hope 
Water and Light Plant by 1958 will.be using a 
total of 4,950 KWs which would allow a situation

2. That the present Hope industries are entitled to 


priority on any available power. Should one, or 
all of these industries, decide to stop generating 
their own power they would be entitled to such 
power from the Hope plant; or, if for any reason, 
one of the present industries lose the use of their 
generating plants, then the industry must be 
protected from a complete shut-down of manu- 
facturing by the Hope plant's having immediately 
available such KW capacity that would be needed 
by this plant. • Now, if any one of the above 
conditions should exist, it would over-tax the 
present Hope Water and Light Plant's capacity 
prior to 1958 or 1960; 


3. That one, and possibly two industries may locate 


at Hope within the next few months and these 
industries would certainly have to buy the Hope 
Water and Light Plant power under our present 
franchise over the seven mile area. It is esti- 
mated that each industry would use 400 KWs. 
If both industries should locate, disregarding the 
present industries, then the plant will be called 
on to produce by 1958 at.peak loads 5,750 KWs 
or almost the total capacity; 


4. That .there is also a labor problem facing the 


cjty which requires some immediate action; 


5. That under the past system and present system 


of operating the Hope Water and Light Plant,

BENTON 


Benion is a city of 10,000 population, plus. The 


water and light plant is 'operated under a three^man com- 
mission appointed for life. The affairs artd business of 
the plant are wholly in charge of this commission. Their 
plant superintendent is a Mr. Crawford/ who manages the 
light, water and sewage systems. In the past, Benton 
operated the plant on a tight fisted business basis. How- 
ever, the rapid growth of the city required the commis- 
sion to deviate from this policy and at the present time 
they are contributing about the same percentage of their 
profits to the city administration 'as Hope has been doing. 
They now face a $250,000 expansion or another tie-in 
with AP and L, and with their net worth $638,000.00 
and their present bonded indebtedness about $943,000.00 
they may have difficulties financially. They have decided 
-.that the steam generated plant is more efficient and more 
economical than the diesel and plan to change over. 


The employees of the Benton plant do not belong 


to a Union.

Benton has a light plant manager under the super- 


intendent, and an accountant as an office manager. 


JONESBORO 


Jonesboro is a city of about 17,000 population and 


its plant also serves Nettleton, about 2,000 population, 
making a combined population of about 19,000. being 
served by the power plant. 


Mr. Thayer, a graduate electrical engineer, is in 


full charge,of the Water, light and sewage systems, as 
well as acting as Industrial Engineer for the City of 
Jonesboro. We spent about two hours inspecting his 
office and discussing our problems and The-Jonesboro 
operation and the rest of the afternoon inspecting the 
Jonesboro Light Plant. 


The Jonesboro Water and Light Plant,- is operated 


under a 15-man commission, called the Board of Di- 
rectors.. Meetings are held monthly or more often if 
necessary and the directors receive no pay for their 
services 
The'method in which this board is elected is 


as follows: 
' 


1. The election is held in February of each year so as- 


as not to coincide with any political election. 


2. Nine directors are chosen by the taxpayers. For 


each dollar of taxes paid entitles 'the voter to 
one vote. 


3. Five directors are appointed by the mayor and 


City Council, and they can'be the, mayor or 
members of the council. Each of these' directors' 
represents one of the five wards in the city of 
Jonesboro. 


4. One director is from the school board. 


5. Any director can succeed himself. ' 


6. The terms of office are three years. 


7. A majority is eleven, and this many votes are 


required for a decision to be binding. 


8. The Board elects a chairman each year and the 


following committees are appointed, with the 
executive committee directing 
the operation 


policies and planning of the plant through the 
manager: 


Committees: 


A. Executive committee 


B. Purchasing committee 


C. Insurance committee 


D. Industrial committee 


E. Airport committee 


With this kind of a commission all of the people, 


the mayor, the council and the school district are repre- 
sented on the Board and hove a voice in deciding the 
issues. However, with the eleven majority vote required 
no group or combination of two groups can force a de-

Jonesboro certainly has a model plant. The city 


plant not only serves all industries located in its area, but 
has g present capacity sufficient to core for additional 
industry and ewstprners resulting therefrom. The only 
plant it is not serving is the Q. E. plgnt which preferred to 
buy their power from the. AP & U for obvious regspns.

Jonesboro plant employees do not belong to a union. 


Jonesboro pays to the city, along with many free 


services, an amunt equal to the amount that would be 
pod if it were assessed on the tax books for its plant's 
value and taxed according to the prevailing tax rate. This 
amounted to $16,000 last year. The plant also pays a 
like amount to the school district along with a special 
rote for power. It does bill the school for the electricity 
used in order to insure no waste of the electricity such 
os leaving lights on all night. This is a comparable sit- 
uation that would exist if the plant was owned by the 
AP & L Company,

Both Benton and Jonesboro are paying their employees 


more than the Hope Water and Light Plant as shown by 
the attached comparative wage schedule. Jonesboro 
patterned their rates of pay to AP & L, with some ad- 
justment due to difference in size of the operation.

The cost of power on the board in Hope and Benton 


is about the same, being around 9i mills per KWH, while 
Jonesboro cost is slightly over 6i mills per KWH. 


The experience of both Benton and Jonesboro with 


the AP & L tie-in has not been satisfactory. The cost to 
Benton was too high in the past and they reported that 
the present proposal of AP & L would figure around 13 
mills per KWH for the power on their board. A part of 
this cost was due to the fact that they would have to 
operate the plant just the same with the stand-by power. 


Jonesboro's cost from AP & L was figured at 9.57 


mills per KW hour against the city plant's cost of power 
on the board of 6.01 mills per KWH. Also, Jonesfboro 
reported that many times when the city was connected to 
AP, & L for stand-by' power, the power was not available 
when they needed it due to AP & L line's being overloaded 
with pther customers, 
, ' 


' Both company managers advised'*againsf stand-by 


power versus hove plant power unless the utility company 
would make a proposition that would not raise the present 
cost of the power on the Hope Plant's board. They were 
completely against the idea of buying all their power 
from any utility or leasing the home owned plant. 


From what information we have on the local plant, 


our trip to Benton and Jonesboro, the comparative wage 
scales, the proposals and attitudes of the AP & L and the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Company, we hereby submit 
for your consideration the following recommendations: 


That an immediate raise be put into effect con- 
cerning all water and light plant employees 
wherever the pay scale is not comparable to 
cities of like size which own and operate their 
power plants; that one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to adjust the difference in pay be put into 
effect now and the remaining one-half as soon as 
the funds can be made available but not to ex- 
ceed one year from now. 


2. That all of the said employees be put on a 40 


hour week basis with time and a half for over- 
time, the same as Benton and Jonesboro are pay- 
ing, with paid sick leave, two weeks' vacation 
with pay, hospitalization insurance for family 
with one-half of the premiums paid by plant and 
remaining half paid by the employee. 


3. That promotion of employees should 'be on 


seniority, physical fitness and ability to ,do the 
work and retention of employee^ ,be on a like 
basis. 


4. That an immediate study be made qf the economic 


feasibility of purchasing a 400 Ib, high pressure 


, 
boiler which would serve the present 2,500 and 
1,500 KW units, According to the Burns and 
McDonnell report, this boiler wggld reduce the 
present fuel cost from 2.75 mills o'er KWH to 
1.65 mills per KWH or about 40 percent. The 
present fuel cost for 19§6 will fee around 
$.50,000.00 based on 13£ cents per 1,0.00 cu. ft

-The problem that has been discussed and which we 


think, requires action is certainly not the fault of any 
present or past administration as such, but represents a 
situation that has come about by an accumulation of 
factors;. No business in Hope could be operated like the 
Hope Water and Light Plant has been and not be in 
serious trouble And, it is a fact that the growth of this 
city is tied to the amount of available electricity of the 
Hope Water and Light Plant. The capacity of the plant 
is as follows:

Since it is not considered safe practice to exceed the 


firm capacity and it would be going to the extremes to 
•take a chance oh only one of the 1,000 KW generators 
going out. the problems of the Water and Light Plant will 
require some very definite action in the near future as to 
available power. 


With the above information in mind along with other 


plant information, we have made a trip to try to make 
recommendations on the following problems: 


1. Using the present average increase of use of 


electricity the present customers of -the Hope 
Water and Light Plant by 1958 will.be using a 
total of 4,950 KWs which would allow a situation

priority on any available power. Should one, or 
all of these industries, decide to stop generating 
their own power they would be entitled to such 
power from the Hope plant; or, if for any reason, 
one of the present industries lose the use of their 
generating plants, then the industry must be 
protected from a complete shut-down of manu- 
facturing by the Hope plant's having immediately 
available such KW capacity that would be needed 
by this plant. • Now, if any one of the above 
conditions should exist, it would over-tax the 
present Hope Water and Light Plant's capacity 
prior to 1958 or 1960; 


3. That one, and possibly two industries may locate 


at Hope within the next few months and these 
industries would certainly have to buy the Hope 
Water and Light Plant power under our present 
franchise over the seven mile area. It is esti- 
mated that each industry would use 400 KWs. 
If both industries should locate, disregarding the 
present industries, then the plant will be called 
on to produce by 1958 at.peak loads 5,750 KWs 
or almost the total capacity; 


4. That .there is also a labor problem facing the 


cjty which requires some immediate action; 


5. That under the past system and present system 


of operating the Hope Water and Light Plant, 
the rpayor and City Council have been subject 
to constant demands for the profits of the plant 
to be used for purposes other than plant im- 
provements and replacements; therefore, the 
present cash reserve is far too small to pay for 
any immediate improvements to increase the 
plant capacity, and will be further depleted by 
wage increases of the plant employees; 


6. That the Arkansas Power and Light Company 


and the Southwestern <3gs &.Electric Company

are making offers to sell stand-by power tp the 
Hope Water qnd Light Plant or to legsV the 
plant; and that some consideration is being 
given toward buying a part or all of the power 
needs.from one of these two utilities,

BENTON 


Benion is a city of 10,000 population, plus. The 


water and light plant is 'operated under a three^man com- 
mission appointed for life. The affairs artd business of 
the plant are wholly in charge of this commission. Their 
plant superintendent is a Mr. Crawford/ who manages the 
light, water and sewage systems. In the past, Benton 
operated the plant on a tight fisted business basis. How- 
ever, the rapid growth of the city required the commis- 
sion to deviate from this policy and at the present time 
they are contributing about the same percentage of their 
profits to the city administration 'as Hope has been doing. 
They now face a $250,000 expansion or another tie-in 
with AP and L, and with their net worth $638,000.00 
and their present bonded indebtedness about $943,000.00 
they may have difficulties financially. They have decided 
-.that the steam generated plant is more efficient and more 
economical than the diesel and plan to change over. 


The employees of the Benton plant do not belong 


to a Union. 
• 


Benton has a light plant manager under the super- 


intendent, and an accountant as an office manager. 


JONESBORO 


Jonesboro is a city of about 17,000 population and 


its plant also serves Nettleton, about 2,000 population, 
making a combined population of about 19,000. being 
served by the power plant. 


Mr. Thayer, a graduate electrical engineer, is in 


full charge,of the Water, light and sewage systems, as 
well as acting as Industrial Engineer for the City of 
Jonesboro. We spent about two hours inspecting his 
office and discussing our problems and The-Jonesboro 
operation and the rest of the afternoon inspecting the 
Jonesboro Light Plant. 


The Jonesboro Water and Light Plant,- is operated 


under a 15-man commission, called the Board of Di- 
rectors.. Meetings are held monthly or more often if 
necessary and the directors receive no pay for their 
services 
The'method in which this board is elected is 


as follows: 
' 


1. The election is held in February of each year so as- 


as not to coincide with any political election. 


2. Nine directors are chosen by the taxpayers. For 


each dollar of taxes paid entitles 'the voter to 
one vote. 


3. Five directors are appointed by the mayor and 


City Council, and they can'be the, mayor or 
members of the council. Each of these' directors' 
represents one of the five wards in the city of 
Jonesboro. 


4. One director is from the school board. 


5. Any director can succeed himself. ' 


6. The terms of office are three years. 


7. A majority is eleven, and this many votes are 


required for a decision to be binding. 


8. The Board elects a chairman each year and the 


following committees are appointed, with the 
executive committee directing 
the operation 


policies and planning of the plant through the 
manager: 


Committees: 


A. Executive committee 


B. Purchasing committee 


C. Insurance committee 


D. Industrial committee 


E. Airport committee 


With this kind of a commission all of the people, 


the mayor, the council and the school district are repre- 
sented on the Board and hove a voice in deciding the 
issues. However, with the eleven majority vote required 
no group or combination of two groups can force a de- 
cision,

Jonesboro certainly has a model plant. The city 


plant not only serves all industries located in its area, but 
has g present capacity sufficient to core for additional 
industry and ewstprners resulting therefrom. The only 
plant it is not serving is the Q. E. plgnt which preferred to 
buy their power from the. AP & U for obvious regspns.

Jonesboro plant employees do not belong to a union. 


Jonesboro pays to the city, along with many free 


services, an amunt equal to the amount that would be 
pod if it were assessed on the tax books for its plant's 
value and taxed according to the prevailing tax rate. This 
amounted to $16,000 last year. The plant also pays a 
like amount to the school district along with a special 
rote for power. It does bill the school for the electricity 
used in order to insure no waste of the electricity such 
os leaving lights on all night. This is a comparable sit- 
uation that would exist if the plant was owned by the 
AP & L Company,

Both Benton and Jonesboro are paying their employees 


more than the Hope Water and Light Plant as shown by 
the attached comparative wage schedule. Jonesboro 
patterned their rates of pay to AP & L, with some ad- 
justment due to difference in size of the operation. 


The committee also thought it might be interesting

The cost of power on the board in Hope and Benton 


is about the same, being around 9i mills per KWH, while 
Jonesboro cost is slightly over 6i mills per KWH. 


The experience of both Benton and Jonesboro with 


the AP & L tie-in has not been satisfactory. The cost to 
Benton was too high in the past and they reported that 
the present proposal of AP & L would figure around 13 
mills per KWH for the power on their board. A part of 
this cost was due to the fact that they would have to 
operate the plant just the same with the stand-by power. 


Jonesboro's cost from AP & L was figured at 9.57 


mills per KW hour against the city plant's cost of power 
on the board of 6.01 mills per KWH. Also, Jonesfboro 
reported that many times when the city was connected to 
AP, & L for stand-by' power, the power was not available 
when they needed it due to AP & L line's being overloaded 
with pther customers, 
, ' 


' Both company managers advised'*againsf stand-by 


power versus hove plant power unless the utility company 
would make a proposition that would not raise the present 
cost of the power on the Hope Plant's board. They were 
completely against the idea of buying all their power 
from any utility or leasing the home owned plant. 


From what information we have on the local plant, 


our trip to Benton and Jonesboro, the comparative wage 
scales, the proposals and attitudes of the AP & L and the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Company, we hereby submit 
for your consideration the following recommendations: 


That an immediate raise be put into effect con- 
cerning all water and light plant employees 
wherever the pay scale is not comparable to 
cities of like size which own and operate their 
power plants; that one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to adjust the difference in pay be put into 
effect now and the remaining one-half as soon as 
the funds can be made available but not to ex- 
ceed one year from now. 


2. That all of the said employees be put on a 40 


hour week basis with time and a half for over- 
time, the same as Benton and Jonesboro are pay- 
ing, with paid sick leave, two weeks' vacation 
with pay, hospitalization insurance for family 
with one-half of the premiums paid by plant and 
remaining half paid by the employee. 


3. That promotion of employees should 'be on 


seniority, physical fitness and ability to ,do the 
work and retention of employee^ ,be on a like 
basis. 


4. That an immediate study be made qf the economic 


feasibility of purchasing a 400 Ib, high pressure

McDonnell report, this boiler wggld reduce the 
present fuel cost from 2.75 mills o'er KWH to 
1.65 mills per KWH or about 40 percent. The

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Mayor's Advisory Committee's 


Report 


on Hope Water & Light Plant 


• 
Lto f^e S^ort Perioc^ °f time tnis committee has 
had in which to make a study and recommendations on 
a problem that has been years in ths making, we can 
only reoort and make recommendations on the major 
points and only to the best of our belief and present 
knowledge of the entire situation. 


This committee strongly recommends that an edu- 


cational program be started in the near future to ac- 
quaint the public, as to what the Ciy of Hope is facinq 
m the operation of its Water and Light Plant and what- 
ever measures appear to be the best to correct the sit- 
» uation. 


-The problem that has been discussed and which we 


think, requires action is certainly not the fault of any 
present or past administration as such, but represents a 
situation that has come about by an accumulation of 
factors;. No business in Hope could be operated like the 
Hope Water and Light Plant has been and not be in 
serious trouble And, it is a fact that the growth of this 
city is tied to the amount of available electricity of the 
Hope Water and Light Plant. The capacity of the plant 
is as follows:

Since it is not considered safe practice to exceed the 


firm capacity and it would be going to the extremes to 
•take a chance oh only one of the 1,000 KW generators 
going out. the problems of the Water and Light Plant will 
require some very definite action in the near future as to 
available power. 


With the above information in mind along with other 


plant information, we have made a trip to try to make 
recommendations on the following problems: 


1. Using the present average increase of use of 


electricity the present customers of -the Hope 
Water and Light Plant by 1958 will.be using a 
total of 4,950 KWs which would allow a situation

2. That the present Hope industries are entitled to 


priority on any available power. Should one, or 
all of these industries, decide to stop generating 
their own power they would be entitled to such 
power from the Hope plant; or, if for any reason, 
one of the present industries lose the use of their 
generating plants, then the industry must be 
protected from a complete shut-down of manu- 
facturing by the Hope plant's having immediately 
available such KW capacity that would be needed 
by this plant. • Now, if any one of the above 
conditions should exist, it would over-tax the 
present Hope Water and Light Plant's capacity 
prior to 1958 or 1960; 


3. That one, and possibly two industries may locate 


at Hope within the next few months and these 
industries would certainly have to buy the Hope 
Water and Light Plant power under our present 
franchise over the seven mile area. It is esti- 
mated that each industry would use 400 KWs. 
If both industries should locate, disregarding the 
present industries, then the plant will be called 
on to produce by 1958 at.peak loads 5,750 KWs 
or almost the total capacity; 


4. That .there is also a labor problem facing the 


cjty which requires some immediate action; 


5. That under the past system and present system 


of operating the Hope Water and Light Plant, 
the rpayor and City Council have been subject 
to constant demands for the profits of the plant 
to be used for purposes other than plant im- 
provements and replacements; therefore, the 
present cash reserve is far too small to pay for 
any immediate improvements to increase the 
plant capacity, and will be further depleted by 
wage increases of the plant employees; 


6. That the Arkansas Power and Light Company 


and the Southwestern <3gs &.Electric Company

are making offers to sell stand-by power tp the 
Hope Water qnd Light Plant or to legsV the 
plant; and that some consideration is being 
given toward buying a part or all of the power 
needs.from one of these two utilities,

BENTON 


Benion is a city of 10,000 population, plus. The 


water and light plant is 'operated under a three^man com- 
mission appointed for life. The affairs artd business of 
the plant are wholly in charge of this commission. Their 
plant superintendent is a Mr. Crawford/ who manages the 
light, water and sewage systems. In the past, Benton 
operated the plant on a tight fisted business basis. How- 
ever, the rapid growth of the city required the commis- 
sion to deviate from this policy and at the present time 
they are contributing about the same percentage of their 
profits to the city administration 'as Hope has been doing. 
They now face a $250,000 expansion or another tie-in 
with AP and L, and with their net worth $638,000.00 
and their present bonded indebtedness about $943,000.00 
they may have difficulties financially. They have decided 
-.that the steam generated plant is more efficient and more 
economical than the diesel and plan to change over. 


The employees of the Benton plant do not belong 


to a Union. 
• 


Benton has a light plant manager under the super- 


intendent, and an accountant as an office manager. 


JONESBORO 


Jonesboro is a city of about 17,000 population and 


its plant also serves Nettleton, about 2,000 population, 
making a combined population of about 19,000. being 
served by the power plant. 


Mr. Thayer, a graduate electrical engineer, is in 


full charge,of the Water, light and sewage systems, as 
well as acting as Industrial Engineer for the City of 
Jonesboro. We spent about two hours inspecting his 
office and discussing our problems and The-Jonesboro 
operation and the rest of the afternoon inspecting the 
Jonesboro Light Plant. 


The Jonesboro Water and Light Plant,- is operated 


under a 15-man commission, called the Board of Di- 
rectors.. Meetings are held monthly or more often if 
necessary and the directors receive no pay for their 
services 
The'method in which this board is elected is 


as follows: 
' 


1. The election is held in February of each year so as- 


as not to coincide with any political election. 


2. Nine directors are chosen by the taxpayers. For 


each dollar of taxes paid entitles 'the voter to 
one vote. 


3. Five directors are appointed by the mayor and 


City Council, and they can'be the, mayor or 
members of the council. Each of these' directors' 
represents one of the five wards in the city of 
Jonesboro. 


4. One director is from the school board. 


5. Any director can succeed himself. ' 


6. The terms of office are three years. 


7. A majority is eleven, and this many votes are 


required for a decision to be binding. 


8. The Board elects a chairman each year and the 


following committees are appointed, with the 
executive committee directing 
the operation 


policies and planning of the plant through the 
manager: 


Committees: 


A. Executive committee 


B. Purchasing committee 


C. Insurance committee 


D. Industrial committee 


E. Airport committee 


With this kind of a commission all of the people, 


the mayor, the council and the school district are repre- 
sented on the Board and hove a voice in deciding the 
issues. However, with the eleven majority vote required 
no group or combination of two groups can force a de-

Jonesboro certainly has a model plant. The city 


plant not only serves all industries located in its area, but 
has g present capacity sufficient to core for additional 
industry and ewstprners resulting therefrom. The only 
plant it is not serving is the Q. E. plgnt which preferred to 
buy their power from the. AP & U for obvious regspns.

Jonesboro plant employees do not belong to a union. 


Jonesboro pays to the city, along with many free 


services, an amunt equal to the amount that would be 
pod if it were assessed on the tax books for its plant's 
value and taxed according to the prevailing tax rate. This 
amounted to $16,000 last year. The plant also pays a 
like amount to the school district along with a special 
rote for power. It does bill the school for the electricity 
used in order to insure no waste of the electricity such 
os leaving lights on all night. This is a comparable sit- 
uation that would exist if the plant was owned by the 
AP & L Company,

Both Benton and Jonesboro are paying their employees 


more than the Hope Water and Light Plant as shown by 
the attached comparative wage schedule. Jonesboro 
patterned their rates of pay to AP & L, with some ad- 
justment due to difference in size of the operation. 


The committee also thought it might be interesting 


to compare the Hope, Benton and Jonesboro plants as 
follows:

The cost of power on the board in Hope and Benton 


is about the same, being around 9i mills per KWH, while 
Jonesboro cost is slightly over 6i mills per KWH. 


The experience of both Benton and Jonesboro with 


the AP & L tie-in has not been satisfactory. The cost to 
Benton was too high in the past and they reported that 
the present proposal of AP & L would figure around 13 
mills per KWH for the power on their board. A part of 
this cost was due to the fact that they would have to 
operate the plant just the same with the stand-by power. 


Jonesboro's cost from AP & L was figured at 9.57 


mills per KW hour against the city plant's cost of power 
on the board of 6.01 mills per KWH. Also, Jonesfboro 
reported that many times when the city was connected to 
AP, & L for stand-by' power, the power was not available 
when they needed it due to AP & L line's being overloaded 
with pther customers, 
, ' 


' Both company managers advised'*againsf stand-by 


power versus hove plant power unless the utility company 
would make a proposition that would not raise the present 
cost of the power on the Hope Plant's board. They were 
completely against the idea of buying all their power 
from any utility or leasing the home owned plant. 


From what information we have on the local plant, 


our trip to Benton and Jonesboro, the comparative wage 
scales, the proposals and attitudes of the AP & L and the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Company, we hereby submit 
for your consideration the following recommendations: 


That an immediate raise be put into effect con- 
cerning all water and light plant employees 
wherever the pay scale is not comparable to 
cities of like size which own and operate their 
power plants; that one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to adjust the difference in pay be put into 
effect now and the remaining one-half as soon as 
the funds can be made available but not to ex- 
ceed one year from now. 


2. That all of the said employees be put on a 40 


hour week basis with time and a half for over- 
time, the same as Benton and Jonesboro are pay- 
ing, with paid sick leave, two weeks' vacation 
with pay, hospitalization insurance for family 
with one-half of the premiums paid by plant and 
remaining half paid by the employee. 


3. That promotion of employees should 'be on 


seniority, physical fitness and ability to ,do the 
work and retention of employee^ ,be on a like 
basis. 


4. That an immediate study be made qf the economic 


feasibility of purchasing a 400 Ib, high pressure 


, 
boiler which would serve the present 2,500 and 
1,500 KW units, According to the Burns and 
McDonnell report, this boiler wggld reduce the 
present fuel cost from 2.75 mills o'er KWH to 
1.65 mills per KWH or about 40 percent. The 
present fuel cost for 19§6 will fee around 
$.50,000.00 based on 13£ cents per 1,0.00 cu. ft 
The rgte may further increase to ]714 gents per

Lto f^e S^ort Perioc^ °f time tnis committee has 
had in which to make a study and recommendations on 
a problem that has been years in ths making, we can 
only reoort and make recommendations on the major 
points and only to the best of our belief and present 
knowledge of the entire situation. 


This committee strongly recommends that an edu- 


cational program be started in the near future to ac- 
quaint the public, as to what the Ciy of Hope is facinq 
m the operation of its Water and Light Plant and what- 
ever measures appear to be the best to correct the sit- 
» uation. 


-The problem that has been discussed and which we 


think, requires action is certainly not the fault of any 
present or past administration as such, but represents a 
situation that has come about by an accumulation of 
factors;. No business in Hope could be operated like the 
Hope Water and Light Plant has been and not be in 
serious trouble And, it is a fact that the growth of this 
city is tied to the amount of available electricity of the 
Hope Water and Light Plant. The capacity of the plant 
is as follows:

Since it is not considered safe practice to exceed the 


firm capacity and it would be going to the extremes to 
•take a chance oh only one of the 1,000 KW generators 
going out. the problems of the Water and Light Plant will 
require some very definite action in the near future as to 
available power. 


With the above information in mind along with other 


plant information, we have made a trip to try to make 
recommendations on the following problems: 


1. Using the present average increase of use of 


electricity the present customers of -the Hope 
Water and Light Plant by 1958 will.be using a 
total of 4,950 KWs which would allow a situation

2. That the present Hope industries are entitled to 


priority on any available power. Should one, or 
all of these industries, decide to stop generating 
their own power they would be entitled to such 
power from the Hope plant; or, if for any reason, 
one of the present industries lose the use of their 
generating plants, then the industry must be 
protected from a complete shut-down of manu- 
facturing by the Hope plant's having immediately 
available such KW capacity that would be needed 
by this plant. • Now, if any one of the above 
conditions should exist, it would over-tax the 
present Hope Water and Light Plant's capacity 
prior to 1958 or 1960; 


3. That one, and possibly two industries may locate 


at Hope within the next few months and these 
industries would certainly have to buy the Hope 
Water and Light Plant power under our present 
franchise over the seven mile area. It is esti- 
mated that each industry would use 400 KWs. 
If both industries should locate, disregarding the 
present industries, then the plant will be called 
on to produce by 1958 at.peak loads 5,750 KWs 
or almost the total capacity; 


4. That .there is also a labor problem facing the 


cjty which requires some immediate action; 


5. That under the past system and present system 


of operating the Hope Water and Light Plant, 
the rpayor and City Council have been subject 
to constant demands for the profits of the plant 
to be used for purposes other than plant im- 
provements and replacements; therefore, the 
present cash reserve is far too small to pay for 
any immediate improvements to increase the 
plant capacity, and will be further depleted by 
wage increases of the plant employees;

Benion is a city of 10,000 population, plus. The 


water and light plant is 'operated under a three^man com- 
mission appointed for life. The affairs artd business of 
the plant are wholly in charge of this commission. Their 
plant superintendent is a Mr. Crawford/ who manages the 
light, water and sewage systems. In the past, Benton 
operated the plant on a tight fisted business basis. How- 
ever, the rapid growth of the city required the commis- 
sion to deviate from this policy and at the present time 
they are contributing about the same percentage of their 
profits to the city administration 'as Hope has been doing. 
They now face a $250,000 expansion or another tie-in 
with AP and L, and with their net worth $638,000.00 
and their present bonded indebtedness about $943,000.00 
they may have difficulties financially. They have decided 
-.that the steam generated plant is more efficient and more 
economical than the diesel and plan to change over.

making a combined population of about 19,000. being 
served by the power plant. 


Mr. Thayer, a graduate electrical engineer, is in 


full charge,of the Water, light and sewage systems, as 
well as acting as Industrial Engineer for the City of 
Jonesboro. We spent about two hours inspecting his 
office and discussing our problems and The-Jonesboro 
operation and the rest of the afternoon inspecting the 
Jonesboro Light Plant. 


The Jonesboro Water and Light Plant,- is operated 


under a 15-man commission, called the Board of Di- 
rectors.. Meetings are held monthly or more often if 
necessary and the directors receive no pay for their 
services 
The'method in which this board is elected is 


as follows: 
' 


1. The election is held in February of each year so as- 


as not to coincide with any political election. 


2. Nine directors are chosen by the taxpayers. For 


each dollar of taxes paid entitles 'the voter to 
one vote. 


3. Five directors are appointed by the mayor and 


City Council, and they can'be the, mayor or 
members of the council. Each of these' directors' 
represents one of the five wards in the city of 
Jonesboro. 


4. One director is from the school board. 


5. Any director can succeed himself. ' 


6. The terms of office are three years. 


7. A majority is eleven, and this many votes are 


required for a decision to be binding. 


8. The Board elects a chairman each year and the 


following committees are appointed, with the 
executive committee directing 
the operation 


policies and planning of the plant through the 
manager: 


Committees: 


A. Executive committee 


B. Purchasing committee 


C. Insurance committee 


D. Industrial committee 


E. Airport committee 


With this kind of a commission all of the people, 


the mayor, the council and the school district are repre- 
sented on the Board and hove a voice in deciding the 
issues. However, with the eleven majority vote required 
no group or combination of two groups can force a de- 
cision,

Jonesboro certainly has a model plant. The city 


plant not only serves all industries located in its area, but 
has g present capacity sufficient to core for additional 
industry and ewstprners resulting therefrom. The only 
plant it is not serving is the Q. E. plgnt which preferred to 
buy their power from the. AP & U for obvious regspns.

Jonesboro plant employees do not belong to a union. 


Jonesboro pays to the city, along with many free 


services, an amunt equal to the amount that would be 
pod if it were assessed on the tax books for its plant's 
value and taxed according to the prevailing tax rate. This 
amounted to $16,000 last year. The plant also pays a 
like amount to the school district along with a special 
rote for power. It does bill the school for the electricity 
used in order to insure no waste of the electricity such 
os leaving lights on all night. This is a comparable sit- 
uation that would exist if the plant was owned by the 
AP & L Company,

Both Benton and Jonesboro are paying their employees 


more than the Hope Water and Light Plant as shown by 
the attached comparative wage schedule. Jonesboro 
patterned their rates of pay to AP & L, with some ad- 
justment due to difference in size of the operation.

The cost of power on the board in Hope and Benton 


is about the same, being around 9i mills per KWH, while 
Jonesboro cost is slightly over 6i mills per KWH. 


The experience of both Benton and Jonesboro with 


the AP & L tie-in has not been satisfactory. The cost to 
Benton was too high in the past and they reported that 
the present proposal of AP & L would figure around 13 
mills per KWH for the power on their board. A part of 
this cost was due to the fact that they would have to 
operate the plant just the same with the stand-by power. 


Jonesboro's cost from AP & L was figured at 9.57 


mills per KW hour against the city plant's cost of power 
on the board of 6.01 mills per KWH. Also, Jonesfboro 
reported that many times when the city was connected to 
AP, & L for stand-by' power, the power was not available 
when they needed it due to AP & L line's being overloaded 
with pther customers, 
, ' 


' Both company managers advised'*againsf stand-by 


power versus hove plant power unless the utility company 
would make a proposition that would not raise the present 
cost of the power on the Hope Plant's board. They were 
completely against the idea of buying all their power 
from any utility or leasing the home owned plant. 


From what information we have on the local plant, 


our trip to Benton and Jonesboro, the comparative wage 
scales, the proposals and attitudes of the AP & L and the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Company, we hereby submit 
for your consideration the following recommendations: 


That an immediate raise be put into effect con- 
cerning all water and light plant employees 
wherever the pay scale is not comparable to 
cities of like size which own and operate their 
power plants; that one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to adjust the difference in pay be put into 
effect now and the remaining one-half as soon as 
the funds can be made available but not to ex- 
ceed one year from now. 


2. That all of the said employees be put on a 40 


hour week basis with time and a half for over- 
time, the same as Benton and Jonesboro are pay- 
ing, with paid sick leave, two weeks' vacation 
with pay, hospitalization insurance for family 
with one-half of the premiums paid by plant and 
remaining half paid by the employee. 


3. That promotion of employees should 'be on 


seniority, physical fitness and ability to ,do the 
work and retention of employee^ ,be on a like 
basis.

section of Arkansas 
is 


ideal for the production of broilers 
and they can be produced here at 
less cost than in any other section 
of the state," Mr. Watson pointed 
out.Mr. Watson then introduced Mr.
